I have been in charge of the district for one month 
only of the road cess year. Major Hume was Vice-Chairman of the Oommittee throughout the 
year. The room of the Senior Covenanted Officer under the Magistrate, as ex-officio member 
of the Committee, was vacant for a part of the year, and was occupied for eight and a half 
months, while Mr. Wace was Joint Magistrate of the district. Major Hills, Executive 
Engineer of the district, who was an ordinary member of the Road Cess Committee, left 
the district on furlough in March 1877, and was succeeded -by Mr. Connan, Executive 


eer. 

The Committee has suffered a severe loss by the death of Baboo Radha Churn Gangooly 
and Doctor N. B. Baillie. The latter was also abseut on furlough during the greater portion 
of the previous year ; the question of appointing substitutes for the three members last mem- 
tioned is still under consideration.*

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7. The District Committee held six meetings during the year, all convened by the 
Chairman. The provisions of section 57 being generally observed after the disposal of the 
notified business, members sometimes propose measures of minor importance of which no 
previous notice has been given. The Kishengunge Branch Committce held four meetings, 
and Arrareah Branch Committee three. There was no quorum at one mecting at Arrareah. 
There was one Sub-CGpmmittee meeting for the audit of annual accounts under section 88 
of the Act. 

8. The proceedings of the Committees were recorded in a minute-book kept for that 
purpose under section 61 of the Act.

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District Road Fund Progress Report showing the nature and quantities of different kinds of works exeouted on Local Roads in the Purneah District during the cess year 1876-77. | 
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From the above report it will be seen that Mr. H. Cave, of Korah, has rendered 
excellent service by supervising the repair of the roads in the neighbourhood of bis factories, 
by which not only he, but the whole neighbourhood, is benefited. Mr. Charles Shillingford, 
of Manshys, has reodered equally service in his neighbourhood. Baboo Hem Chunder 
Roy, Rai Bahadoor, has had a good wooden bridge built at near hia residence. Mr. Forbes, 
of Sultanpore, did good general work in Arrareah Sub-Division. Mr. McQueen takes 

t interest in the work in Dhurrumpore, has frequently called my attention to the 
way in which it is carried out, and has visited roads and bridges with me. Many other 
gentlemen, not members of the Committee, also assisted the District: Engineer by looking 
after repairs, Among these I may mention Mr. W. Cumming, of Munihari, and Mr. F. Cruise, 
of Mohendropore. This year Baboo Mohesh Lall has undertaken to supervise some repairs 
on village roads ; and, where planters and other undertake the repairs to a road, work is done 
by daily labour, in all other cases by contract. 

16. Rs, 4,855-15-10 were expended on village roads throughont the district. 
Rs, 2,777-0-3 were expended on the repairs of 15 village 
roads, and Rs, 241-4-9 on the construction of one wooden 
bridge and one masonry culvert on two village roads in the Sadder Sub-Division ; 
Rs, 1,051-14-10 on six roads in the Kissengunge Sub-Division; end Rs. 735-3 on nine roads in 
the Arrarcah Sub-Division. The names of these $2 village roads have been given in 
statement No 6, Part IJ, in full detail, and need not be recapitulated here. They were, ‘as 
usual, repaired by well-to-do ryots and planters, and the work has been fairly executed, 
especially by the Mustajirs in the Kishengunge Sub-Division.

very great. 

18. The registers and accounts of the Committee’s Office were gone through on the 

Registers uni eecounts of the Commit. 13th September last by Mr. Moore, the Deputy Exeminer of 
tee's Office. Public Works Accounts, Bengal, who found some clerical 
errors in the statement of revenue, assessed and realized, which were immediately rectified. 
All other registers were fairly kept. 

19. Mr, Fernie has done good, work in surveying and making maps of all the roads 
in the district; he has laid them out well. At first the 
Committee, with justice, complained that he made roads 
unnecessarily high, but the fault has been corrected. He has learnt what style of roads are 
required for the district, and will this year, no doubt, make the contractors give more 
satisffetion than they did last year. A copy of the rules drawn up for their guidance 
by Mr. Fernie with my approval is annexed.

I nave the honor to submit my report on the local improvement in connection with 
the road cess for the year 1876-77. 

2. The subjoined table shows the names of the members of the Branch Road Cess 
Committee, the number of sittings during the year, their attendance, and the date of their 
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JOLY 16, 1978, 


4, The object of the first meeting was to settle what roads were to be repaired in 
1876-77, what amount to be sllotted to each road, and who were to undertake the work. 
The second meeting was held for the election of Baboo Rojonee Nath Chatterjee as Member 
and Vice-Chairman. The third to consider whether Sudhoo, who took a contract to con- 
struct two bridges on the Kishengunge and Illugbari road in 1874-75 at Rs. 400, was entitled 
to receive Rs. 200, which he said was due to him, and an inquiry was ordered to be made. 
The bridges were inspected by Mr. Dukes, Overseer, and afterw by me personally ; and 
as it was found that the work was not done agreeably to the terms of the contract, and as 
it was found that he was not entitled to the amount, his application was rejected by me on 
the 28th July last. The fourth meeting was held to settle what roads were to be repaired, 
what amount to be allotted to each road for 1877-78, and to elect new members, as it was 
found thata portion of the sub-division—namely, thanna Kalliagunge, was not sufficiently 
represented. Muradbux, of Kolthar, and Kutub Ali, of Kbegurbari, were elected as members 
atthis meeting, |.

10 to Rs. 20 per mile, a second may range in value from Rs. 40 to Rs. 200 per 
is no answer whatever to say that the allotment has not been exceeded, because 
is purposely and intentionally large‘at the request of the District Engineer, so that two 
dressing might be given to the road during the year, Out of a group of six roads in the 
head-quarters sub-division, all made or repaired last year, the very most has been taken for 
purposes of calculation by the District Engineer, and he finds that with four ruts one foot and 
six inches deep the amount of earthwork per mile will be 10,000 cubic feet, or Rs. 20 per 
mile. Measurement-books must contain full details of the nature and description, and the 
length in miles of such work, or the bills will be returned for explanation. I need scarcely 
repeat that I will strongly insist on cheap and good work being done, so contractors must 
look carefully to their own interests in this highly important matter before it is too late. 
Sub-divisional officers must clearly understand that by extra earthwork is meant soil taken 
from proper regular tanks and not the earth taken from irregular pits or holes. If the con- 
tractor chooses he may combine seven or eight of these small holes by opening out three 
or four regular tanks, (say) of 25 cubic feet each, to every chain, so that instead of chil-chal 
he can be paid for earthwork only actually measured. Of course the number of miles of 
road thus repaired must be given, as it is a well-known fact that unless beldars are narrowly 
aud constantly watched they will simply repair the road by raising it, which is not wanted. 

8. should be carefully preserved and protected on the crest of a road, as it binds 
the earth and prevents rapid wear and tear. Any cattle found deliberately grazing on a road 
should be sent tothe nearest pound, and the receipt forwarded to the District Engineer. 
Summons should be taken out against any grass-cutter or others cutting grass on a road, 
and if they refuse to'give their names, &c., they should be sent to the nearest thanna, with 
their khoorpies and gunny-bags or blankets, by the Sub-divisional Officer. Villagets 
cutting a road without permission must also be reported for damage to public property. 

4. No sand must be used on any account in the irs or construction of a road, as 
it is worse than useless, being a positive obstruction and hindrance to traffic. Earth, if possible, 
should be obtained, and if this cannot be dune chil-chal of the old road surface should be 
resorted to, although this will lower the crest. If the surface of the old road is sandy, this 
might be scraped off, and a layer of the earth put on. = 

5. Trees, shrubs, jungle, and overhanging branches,preventing the free passage of traffic 
or an elephant, must be cut down and removed. * ® 

6. All mile-posts must be fixed and repainted with paint, which will be supplied by the 
District Engineer, who will also give definite instructions as to how this work is to be done 

7. No allotments can be al: or changed from one head to another without the 
written permission of the District ineer, who will give each case reported on his best 
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8. In repairing a fair-weather road, where much or continuous earthwork is required, 
it will bea re to obtain the earth by widening the side drains regularly on the outer 
edge. They s not be deepened, as the only good clay in this district lies generally at 


When a road is once defined and formed, and no further alterations are necessary, 
exertion should be used by sub-divisional officers to induce people to plant either 
timber, or shady trees on the road-side, either in clusters of 20 each at every mile, or

*  l. Allexcavations, whether for oreonstruction, must be cut n and regularly, 
with their length parallel to the centre fine of the road or the tone of thaslooe according 
as the road is a surface or embanked road. They must not, except for } reasons, 
when the earth is scarce, be made more than one foot deep, and even has’ must be 
reduced if sand crops out (Rule 4). On old roads, where tanks are numerous, some ‘precau- 
tions must be taken against fraud being practised by the beldars. This can be entirely 
prevented by adopting some special shape, size, or depth of tank. The instructions given 
under this head to the contractor must be fully entered in detail in the Sub-Divisional 
Officer’s note-book, which will be regularly inspected by the District Engineer. In a con. 
tinuously embanked road the new excavations on either side should not be made 
500 feet, a break or space one foot wide being left between two adjoining tanks. If this is not 
done, the side excavation during the rains form water channels, and the running streams 
thus created gradually acquire such force and volume that they endanger the safery of the 
road. For repairing roads soil should as a rule be taken from waste land. If it is necessary 
to take it from cultivated land it must be taken after the crops have been cut. 

12. With regard to the alignment of new roads, the greatest and first consideration 
should be given to the protection, as far as possible, of crops and arable land. No houses 
or valuable timber and fruit-trees must on any account be d 

13. -When a new line rans uvavoidably and necessarily across cultivation, the con- 
struction of the road will have to be delayed till the standing crops are cut. Sub-divisional 
officers will see that it is to the advantage of work to have all new lines of road 
laid ontearly in October, the ploughing and sowing cf the rubbee crop begins, so 
that the farmers and cultivators may have ample and timely notice. 

14. The crest of all new roads must be raised so 
six inches above rainfull accumulation.

The Chairman presided at six meetings, and during his absence in the interior, Baboo Buban- 
eshwar Sing, Vice-Chairman, presided at two. The Vice-Chairman was also present in all the 
other meetings. A list showing the attendance of the members is herewith appended. The 
proccedings of the Committee were duly recorded in the minute book, and the orders passed 
carried out, In all the meetings a quorum was present, and basiness was duly transacted. 
The members of the Committee, as a rule. show gréat interest in their work. The Com- 
mittee has sustained a great loss in the transfer from the district of Mr. A. H. James, Dis- 
trict Superintendent of Police; who paid special attention to roads, and whose practical 
knowledge and untiring energy were of the greatest value. 

5. The district of Maldah is divided into two almost equal portions by the River Maha- 
nuddee. The land to the cast of that river is comparatively high, but the population on that side 
is very scanty and roads are few ; on the west side, where the population "is more di and 
roads more numerous, the land is low and subject to inundation. During the height of the 
rains the roads on this side become impassable and all traffic is carried on in boats. With 
fair-weather roads the district is well supplied, and the amount of traffic which passes over 
them from October to June is very great. * 

6. The t object, therefore, is to take in hand all the roads immediately after the rains 
cease and push on vigorously the repairs of all damages which the rains have caused : this

the rains in a condition which is easily improved if taken in hand at once, but which delay a, 
renders more difficult to remedy.

1]. Next in importance is the main road leading to the south of the district and thence 
to Rampore Baulesh ; it is called the Baroghoria road, and, starting from English Bazar, 
passes through Gour, Kansat, Shibgunge, and Baroghoria, crosses the Mabanuddee at Nowab- 
gunj, and leaves the district some four miles further on. Three miles south of English Bazar 


* \ a branch road leads south-west to Kalliachuk. is was kept in repair under the supervision 


of Mr. H. O. Fergusson, of Kalliachuk, at a cost of Rs. 1,050, The most remarkable feature 
of the Boroghoria road is that its 3rd, 4th, and Sth miles pass through a soil composed of 
such sticky clay that all the efforts made for many years to render this portion ble 
during the rains have failed. The Committee have determined, as fands become available, to 
thetal this portion of the road, no cheaper expedient being effective. One mile will be taken 
in hand during the current year. : 

12. During the year of report Rs. 3,245 were expended on the Boroghoria road; the 
centre was raised and the whole reduced to fair order. Rs. 775-12-2 were expended on the 
road which leads from English Bazar to Rohonpore. 

18. A considerable number of fair-weather roads branch out from Chanchal; these are 
annually repaired under the supervision of Mr. H. R. Reily, the manager of the Chanchal 
estates. During the year of report the sum of Rs. 3,184-10-6 was expended by Mr. Reily 
on these roads. 

14, The two centres, English Bazar and Chanchal, are connected by a road starting from 
Amirti on the Dinagepore and Rajmehal road and leading to Debipore. This road had been 
neglected for many years, it was takem*in hand and repaired at a cost of Rs. 1,039-15. 

15. A large traffic passes over the road from English Bazar to Amiurti; the Road 
Committee desire gradually to metal this road, and provision has been made for commencing 
the work next season. 

16. A portion of an old imperial road (called the Darjeeling road, being the route before 
the East Indian Railway was c) passes through the district of Maldah, it lies in a remote 
and jungly of the country, where labour is procured with great difficulty. Rs. 58-1-6 
were expended on this road during the year. 

17. Mr. E. A. F, Mayer, the District Engineer, resigned his appointment in July to go 
to aon higher pay. He was well up to his work as an Engineer, but was a bad hand at 

his establishment in which friction was constantly appearing. He was also 
wanting in accuracy, and, on the whole, his resignation was accepted without regret. It has, 
however, been a great disappointment to mysclf and to the Committee that the otficer selected 
and nominated in his place has not yet joined, notwithstanding that the periéd from the 
ee is in this district the time when it is most necessary to push on

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7. No one employed on the district roads was, so far as is known, interested in any 
contract work. 

8. The Deputy Commissioner as Chairman signed all cheques. 

9. In the sudder sub-division work done by contractor is paid for by cheques issued 
in their favour ; petty work and work done by daily labour are paid fur by the district overseer 
out of his imprest, which is recouped by cheques drawn on receipts of accounts of work 
done. 

.10. At other sub-divisions the practice is as follows :—cheques are issued in favour of 
sub-divisional officers for Rs. 1,000 or Rs. 2,000 at a time and from money thus placed at 
their disposal they pay for work done. 

11. The Deputy Commissioner was in camp when the annual accounts were submitted. 
It was examined by the officer in charge of the office. 

12. The only village roads repaired during the year were the Rohince to Jessidee, and 
the Rohinee to Deoghur road. 

13. The expenditure shown in the accounts as incurred on the Deoghur to Jessidee 
road should not have been shown under this head. This year it has been classed as 
No. 7 road. 

14. In the same way I think the expenditure of Rs. 14]-4-2 should have been added 
to the sum expended on the northern circular road. 

15. I do not know why Mr. Wilmot has separated the sums in his accounts. 

16. Major Hills inspected the lines of the Rampore Haut road, the road from Bahawa 
to Burhait, Burio to Pratapur road, Tinpahar to Burio, Godda to Peerpointee. The 
Superintending Engineer did not come during the year. ‘ 

17. The most important work done during pot big was the construction of the Doomka 
to Rampore Hant road ; the total length of this is at present 89 miles, of which nearly 
304 miles are in this district and the rest in the Rampore Frant sub-division. 

18, By an alteration on the Rampore Haut portion, the length of the road might 
be reduced about three miles, thus bringipg Doomka within 86 miles of the railway station. 

19. At present the next most accessible station is Cynthea, 43 miles from Doomka, 
bnt as the road crosses the more and many other unbridged rivers and nuilahs, communica- 
tion is very bad during the rains, the dak even being stopped at times for two days. 

20. As the Rampore Haut line goes along the watershed and only crosses a few 
insignificant nullahs, it can be kept opeu throughout the year, and its importance is thus 
evident 

21. Another important work done was the metalling of 11 miles of the Bhagalpur 
and Soory road, viz. from 49th to the 54th and from 62nd to the 66th mile. 

22, There now only remains seven miles of the road unmetalled ; this work is being 


done during the current year, and at its close the whole length of the road in the district, 


58 miles and 10 chains, will be metalled throughout. 

23. In the head-quarters sub-division the following original works were commenced 
and finished during the year, viz. metalling a mile and a half of Katicoond road now named 
as per statement of roads submitted “ Doomka to Mooraroe road,” about 50 miles in 
length, of which nearly 20 miles run through the Daminikoh ; constructing the following 
new roads, a road from Russikpore to Deodhanee, about a mile in ra ; a road branchi 
off from the 8rd mile of Nulla road and joining the Bhagalpur and Soory road at its 7: 
mile, a distance of abbut two miles ; and a dhird road joining Bhagalpur and Soory road with 
the road to Rampore Haut about a mile and a half in length ; all these roads being included 
under the head ‘“ Doomka station roads.” 

24, During the year a mile of the road from Pakour to Haranpore, commencing at the 
railway station, was metalled. The Harindanga road leading from the station passing by 
the Pakour bazar towards Dhoolian, a distance of about three miles in length, underwent 
thorough repairs in the shape of renewing metal and repairs to earthwork. 

25. General repairs were carried out in all the roads within the sub-division of 
Rajmehal, viz. road from Bahawa to Burhait, Tinpahar to Burio road, Burio to 
road, and Sahebgunge to Burhait road, besides the station roads at. al and the

Mr. Lawiord before leaving India represented that the marriage of his daughter Amy Augusta, 
which took place on 30th June 1870, had heen judicially pronounced invalid, and asked that she

8. The Managers, in accordance with Mr. A. F. D. Ounningham’s request, submit, for the 
consideration of this Meeting, his reasons for not reporting his marriage within the month pre. 
scribed in Rule V. He says: 

“I presume the object of such regulations as the one against which I am said to have offended is to ensure 
the payment of the enhanced subscription from the date when it falls due. I was married on the Sth of J. 
started almost immediately after for India, sailed from Venice after a fortnight spent in travelling thither, and arrived 
in Bombay on the 13th February, Between that date and the 2nd of March I was travelling up to my station, 
Peshawur, from which, immediately on joining, 1 reported my marriage to you. 1 had drawn no pay since my marriage, 
gnd could not do so for nearly a month after the date of my report, which was made in ample time to allow you to check 
the subscription paid by me from my first pay-bill. I may also state that I was in ignorance of the limit of time 
within which a report was required ; and I submit, with deference to the opinion of the Managors, that as I was travel- 
ing from London to Peshawur almost without cessation between the date of my marriage, January 8th, and the 2nd 
March, when I arrived in Peshawur and reported my marriage to you, such report was made within a reasonable 
time, and I trust the rule will not, in this case, be stringently applied.” 

Mr. Cunningham has been reminded that he was duly supplied with a copy of the rules of the 
Fund ; and has been informed that, as it was possible for him to have met their requirements by 
reporting his marriage within a month of its taking place, the Managors regret that they cannot 
advise the subscribers to remit the penalty of Rs. 50. 

4. In September 1873 Miss Mary F. Watson announced her intention of coming out 
to India. She was then drawing £100—16-13-4, or £83-6-8 per annum, and her Indian 
pension should have been Rs. 60—10, or Rs. 50 per mensem. The Fund Offiee, however, 
through an oversight at the time, informed her that her pension would be Rs. 60 a month, and 
she has continued to draw that amount up to the end of March 1878. Immediately on the discovery 
of the error she was told that the necessary deduction of one-sixth must now be made. As the 
excess amount was drawn in consequence of incorrect information supplied by the Fund Office, the 
Managers strongly recommend to the meeting that no refund be demanded from Miss Watson. 

5. With reference to the questions at issue between the Government of India and the sub- 
seribers to the Fund, the Managers have thought it advisable to request Sir Edward Bayley and 
Mr. E. F, Harrison to communicate with the Home Government on the subject. The following 
letter has accordingly been written to those gentlemen :— 

“ Important questions connected with the condition of the Bengal Civil Fund being at present under considern- 
tion of the Secretary of State, it seems to the Managers to be advisable that some member of the service should be 
authorized to represent them before Her Majesty's Government, 

“The Managers have for this purpose made choice of you and Bey pene » * * * and I am accordingly 
to request that you, in conjunction with that gentleman, will place yourself in communication with the Secretary of 
State, with a view to such discussion of the subject as may be permitted. 

“Tt is the Managers’ desire that Her Majesty’s Government should be informed of their willingness to recom, 
mend to the service any proposal which shall be reasonable and just in character, and which shall conciliate the rights 
both of the State and of the subscribers.” 

6. It was resolved at the last general meoting of subscribers to allow Mr. R. Evans to make up his 
subscription balance to Rs. 6,250. He was required to pay the balance, Rs. 4,433-0-10, within a fortnight 
after receipt of intimation of the decision of the mecting. Mr. Evans was informed of the decision in a 
letter dated 28th February, but he appears not to have taken steps immediately on its receipt to pay 
the amount. A copy of the Fund’s letter, forwarded to him through Moesers. Coutts and Company, 


reached him on the 12th April last, and-on the 24th idem, or a fortnight after its receipt, he remitted 


to his Caleutta agents Rs. 3,314-4-0, and a week later the balance, Re. 1,118-12-10. Mr. Evans urges 


_ unexpected difficulties, arising in great part from the occurrence of the Easter holidays, and hopes that 


the reckoning of the fortnight may be allowed from the date of receipt of the copy. He has been 
informed that the Managers will recommend to the general meeting that the payments madé by his 
agents on the 20th and 27th May be accepted.
